I aak® haste to enever your letter of July 10th, firet to send regerde to you 
and Sylvia end escondly to heed your request for e brief statenent. 


Lat ne etate firet that the implications of population clenges ie e subject 
really outeide ey bailivick. Seaond, I em rueeled by the letter which you encloeed, 
eddreeaed to Dr. Tyler et Chio State University, since in the fourth peregreph of 
thet letter, you indicate thet the workehope will deal with the implicetione of 
population ahangee wharase la the fift! peregreph, you esxed Dr. Tyler for e steta- 
meet on the faetore effeetiag population aneaze. In the fourth peregraph, you seen 
to iadieate interaet in the cunsemences or offacte of population ohange whereee 
in the fifth peragreph you eam to be concerned with Beusel feetore effecting or 
produsieg population change. 


Deepite ay leok of expertiae in tiie eree I hevo tried my hand st e few 
peregraphe, which, I hope, will prove helpful. You will note thet towerde the end, 
I aerely rales some questione without indicating whet the anevers ere, 


I es conaerned, with reepect to foreseeeble populetion changes, ebout the 
educational probleae whieh they create. within the school ege group - under 18 
years of age - the rate of growth in the next fifteen yeere will bring on truly 
stupeadoua ehangee. The expansion - about 35% in those age 18 or under fore- 
ehadove emma terrifie probleee for ell aceasunities. Cleeeroom facilities ere 
alreedy eceaidered inadequate by aany educational end Jovernment officiele. (Inoi- 
deetly, the market for beby food, juvenile aluthing and furniture, end housing will 
be vast l/ expanded). 


By the aid-1960'e, the high eohoole will be feaed with e huge burden; by 1970, 
the collegae will Lave einiler probleme since college enrollment will juet about 
double the presant figure of ebout 5,000,000. These edvences in enrolinent retes 
represent e sontimuation cf gecerally upwerd trends during the pest decede. They 
reflect, aaang other faetore, euch developmente ee improved economico conditione 
ead inersased ur! enisetion. viouealy, this big expension will orestc e huge 
das end for teeahiag taff end phyeloal plant. It will eleo er imp the growth of 
the labor foree by deferring etudente’ seerch for or accentanos of employment.

There ie eleo e politisal and s,colel imnlicetion to ths maturing of our orld 
«ar II deby or-p. Ae this group neturas they will teome voting -srbers of our 
populatios. «hat sffsct will this havs on previous pressures to provide security 
for the risieg tide of older people in our populetion? Does this portend a dsoline 
la eo-called "welfere” or oel“ Ir !nlı'io-, »e the lower ege group fight the 
pressure of higher taxes to pay for such legisleticn? In a dsmoeraoy such as ours, 
e large inereesc in eny group of voters is likely to be senifested in legislation 
refleotisg the interests end espiretions of thet group. 


Ae this young ege group rseehee voting ege, whet political pertins will they 
join? Wheat does this mean for the cherecter end nature of politioel end econcmio 
eppeals if the eajor political perties seek to enroll then? 


The ineressing crovortion of the young zerrisds may be ecoonpenied by greeter 
mobility - as they ssak to find employment, houeing, higher living standards, ths 
6 fen of urten end siturben living, etc.

Problens 
of ecalal edjusteents ere aleo created - in the trensition from rural small town, 
ferming omunitios to urben, Induetrislised ersea with high income and living 
etemierds leveles.

How the Council of National Organizations of the Aduh 
Education Association came about 


At tha fonadiag ensembly of tha Adult Edasatioa Aesociatina 
ia 1391. represantetirea of some fifty aatioaal organizations attang- 
ing had opportunity to espiere together their intaresta in adult 
edasntina aad to propose plane for thn relationekipe of aetinaal 
organizations to tha aew Association. 


Ae a resun. e Council of National Organientioas wee proposed 
aad writtas Into the original Aesociatios charter se un body of the 
Adult Education Association. 


Tha purpose of the Council of Natioaal Organiaatioas of the 
Adult Educatioa Association is to afford ae opportunity for aational 
organisations voluntarily to eonfer, plas, or work together more 
effectively on preblasas of common coacara la agun education 


The Fouadiug Mesting of the Couacil was held in Fabruary, 
1962. At thie mestiag, witn TZ natioaal organiretioas represented, 
a purposes ead sunpie operatiug procedures were adopted which 
would eaabie orgaaisations with varied programs aad objactivee to 
derelop working relationehipe on adult education nad with the Adult 
Education Association. 


What Organizations Are in the Council of National 
Organizations? 


Natioasl and iaternetional orgaaizations. ineluding government 
or Inter-government agencies. meeting all the roBowinsr criteria are 
eligible to becone Participsting Organizations: 


e those iaterestad ia the general philosophy aad besic pur 
pose of the AEA of the USA which have a coastituensy— 
individual, group, or institutional; 


e those actively connernod with and contributing to the 
educational improverneat of the adur population; 


e those dedicated to broadly acceptable social goals; 


e those who maintain standards of integrity aad factual 
accuracy in thaır educational materials; 


e those which are not essentially partisan political orgen- 
ısations; 


e those which are not establiahed primarily for profit. 


What Are the Council Goals and Activities? 


As a continuing major principle of operation, the Council of 
National Organisations of the Adult Educetion Ancosietinn hne 
offered auspices through which diverse national organizations— 
iaciuding some whose purposes carry a tetally different emphasis 
frasa othoare—have been able to associate voluntarily. There varinas 
groups hare hesa held together in the Counci: and related te the 
Adult Edncatioa Association of the U. 8. A. threngh e sesemonality 
ef adult edecational pmpose and nend, 


Conseil activities have bean developed hy organization repre 
sentatives ia three gensral areas 


Conferences which deal with epecific eubjact fields se prob- 
leme of orgaaizatioaal operatioa, ench ne crusen edncation 
apd commusiıcation between local and national units. 


Projects which benefit all organientioas and adukt education 
generally, euch es the projecte on coatroverelal iseuse, nmta- 
rinle evaluation, and broadcasting. 


Activities which serve the needs of particular organizations, 
ebaring the findinge witn ell participatiag orgaaimatioas, 
euch as collecting data on critaria uesd in national organ- 
izatious for evaluating audıo-viaual material, 


The Council. symbolizing the voiee of the edult education mova- 
zaent to national orgauisatione, initiatas the above and other activ- 
ities. These activities include remionai meetings of reprerentativre 
in Chicago. New York. and Washington; the aunual Couacil meeting; 
adminietretive aed ad hoc conımittees; promotion of the Adult Edu- 
cation Aasociatioa; referral, iaforıaation. aad consultation services, 


The Council hae three specific objectives to guide its work: 


e to develop better understanding of the educational fuac- 
tion of organizations and to improre weys of achieving 
educational objectivee; 


e to develop e climate fevorable to participation ia adult 
education; 


e to incraaee the leaderebip of national organizations in the 
adult education field. 


How Does the Council Function? 


Rach participating organization names one or more representa- 
tives te the Connell, with one vete ea business affairs and plans for 
Council activity. No netics ef the Canneil is binding on any organ- 
ization. 


The Council mests of lanet ones e year for resortina and 
pleanisg. with es elected Beneatire Comics and standiar ccm- 
mittees to carry continuing business. (Opereting Precederes are 
available to orgeuieations working in the Comseil.) Project and ed 
hoc commuttees ara formed for intensive study ef problems identified 


ie the Counei] meetings. 


The dearee to which any organientios participates in the 
Commeil is determined hy the organisation itself. 


How Is the Council Financed? 


All orgasıastione subscribe enaually to a Servire Fee to assist 
in the eupport of operating expeness. The amoust varies, dependiug 
oe each orgesizatioue ability to incorporate thie in Its operation 
budget and its dagree of concern for adult educetios. Confarencess, 
worhshope, aed publications are plaaned to be self-supporting. 
Fousdstios greste ere sought for projects requiring expenditure 
beyoed the operating budget. Through tbe eariy yeare the Council 
has received support froze The Fuad for Adult Education for 
operating expenses.
